The girls who get 
two shillings remain thirteen hours, 
and arc obliged to (111 60 to 60 wagons 
of coals. They arc supposed not to 
go to work In the mlnr-p before they 
• are 14 years of age, but there arc many 
'who. go under that age, and gain a 
few pence according to the work thcy 
do. Some stay ten hours In the pit, 
some more. The workmen go down at 
4 o'clock in the morning till 4 In the 
afternoon, and earn two shlllltiBs and 
six pence a day.

Atlantic, my Comrades of every 
rank and grade have given me 
an equally affectionate Re- 
ception on this. In this res- 
pect little or no difference has been 
displayed between Comrades here and 
Comrades there. If the loving loyalty, 
Interpreting that word to mean a burn- 
ing anxiety to excel In devotion to God 
and Souls, of Canadian, American and 
British Salvationists could be put into 
aome Bnlmee nnd welshed, I hardly 
know which would turn the scale. To 
this perhaps some one will say. "Come, 
General, has not the Britisher been 
longer at the business, and thereby 
more thoroughly proved himself to he 
all that Is claimed for him 1" True, 
but have not my eomrades on the other 
side of the .water given me sufficient 
satisfactory self-sacrlficlne proofs In 
the same direction ? I wish you knew 
them as well as I do. Anyway, they 
are pledged up to the hilt to stand to 
their post in the future, and I believe 
that they will. 

Here Is a sample of how I helWe lo 
a man and a woman those officers arc 
feeling at the present moment. I take 
the extract from a letter whleh Is only 
one of a host of communications of the 
same tone and spirit I received before 
leaving New York. This one followed 
me here :— 

"We cannot find words tn express 
the deep sense of gratitude to God 
for allowing us the privilege of 
spending those few days In your 
company. The Holy Ghost has 
allowed you to fill our hearts, and 
we promise you that whole-souled 
devotion in Jesus' name which will 
compel your confidence and result 
In more dare-devil snatching of m-m 
from the burning, and In the mak- 
ing of a Salvation Army that shall 
be a toy to your heart, and to our 
glorified Army Mother through all 
Eternity. Your visit has been a 
mighty help to us Individually, and 
to Oflieere, Soldiers and Friends In 
our Territory. Wc heartily cry, 
" Hurry ho C k asein !" In the 
meantime we have nailed our 
Colours to the Mast." 

However, the British Welcome of the 
laHt three or four dayr has left me 
nothing to desire. I could not have 
wished for anything more tender, more 
earnest, ' or more heart-satisfying. 
From the first embrace given me by 
the Chief of the Staff, as he stepped 
on board the Bteamshlp " Germanic." 
In the Mersey River.and the brief glanca 
nf tho principal Officers of the Head- 
quarter's Departments, who met me at 
Euston Station, to the last telegram 
received from the Continent, and the 
last welcome letter from the Provinces, 
and the last Amen to the last Prayer 
at the Welcome gathering, all have 
Heemert to me to be heartiness, reality, 
and heavenly love. To all concerned 
I send back my grateful thanks. 

But the Crystal Palace Gathering 
was the great event, it was Intended 
to bo such, and such 11 certainly proved 



itself, viewed from any standpoint that 
may be chosen. It was one. of those 
times to which Moses must have pro- 
phetically referred when he talked a- 
bout "days of beaven on earth." It 
was heaven Indeed, anyway a little 
piece or the Celestial article. Among 
other bright and blessed things there 
was the natural beauty of the palace— 
for it Is still a thing of beauty without 
an equal of Its kind— there were the 
grounds with their lovely flowers, and 
the trees In their new spring dresses, 
there were the merry crowds of happy 
officers, soldiers and friends, and with- 
in the building there wss the atmoB 
phere of love and holiness which pre- 
vaded the whole place, and then there 
was the glad re-unlon and communion 
of any number of old eomrades and 
friends. Then there was the stage 
representations of battllngs and vic- 
tories In Foreign lands, among the 
Zulus, In the slums, with the criminals, 
and in other fields of labor. Then there 
were the everlastingly Interesting 
children, the tbrilllns music, tljc en- 
trancing songs, together with a thous- 
and other things, and to mc there was 
the most interesting event of all— an 
event which seemed almost to crowd 
Into a few moments spaee the feelings 
of a life-time— namely, my personal 
welcome Dy that mighty throng. 

Now, I have been favored during my 
life-time with many wonderful recep- 
tions In different parts of the world— 
receptions In which men and women 
have striven by every possible method 
to express their pleasure at seeing me, 
such as the beating of drums, the 
clashing of music, the elapplng of 
hands, the waving of flags, the fiuttcr- 
lngs of handkerehlefs, the shouting of 
blessings, and the volleys of amens. 
mingled together wlUi the Hllent weep- 
ings and glanelngs of a love felt to be 
Incapable of expression— I say I have 
had many receptions of the heartiest 
character, but I have never had such 
a wildly enthusiastic greeting from s o 
vast a crowd as that given me at the 
Crystal Palace on that Monday, night. 
The moment when I stepped on to that 
stage and came In view of that multi- 
tude can never be forgotten. There 
were the three thousand frantic people 
behind me on the platform, and the 
six thousand frantic people In the area 
in front of me, there were the thous- 
ands of frantic people In the galleries 
and in the boxes on the right and left 
of me, and still a further crowd be- 
yond the reach of my eye In front of 
me, and when that mighty host urne 
and waved and shouted and blessed 
me, I tell you I did not know how 1 
felt. My heart seemed to stand still, 
and as I gazed on that multitude and 
listened to the roar of their volceH all 
feeling seemed to desert ine beyond the 
conception of my own littleness and 
utter unworthlness of It all. "What 
have I done," were the words that 
came to my mind, "to deserve all this?" 
And then I tried to make that vast 
crowd hear my voice once more, and 
then we had some charming Salvation 
mu3lc, and finished up the glorious 
day by singing, "All's well." Was It 
not heaven on earth ? 

It seemed to me that It was better 
than heaven In some respects, that is, 
the Salvationist In the Crystal Palace 
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And then I turned lo Cod Dtnuoll end wildly frayed, 
' And culled on Illrn, demanding explanation, 
Rut. silence gr«ted me, and buck sfmln I crept 
To tho cold door at which my heart kept station

I. He could go out from that Palace 
to Improve hla character and rectify 
his future conduct In the light -of the 
teaching of that day, and In the light 
of the failures or successes of his past 
experience. The first thing It seems to 
me that will happen to the saints In
